At >a subsequent hear- 
ing Samuel Boxall, a brother of Joe, 
appeared, and deposed that he had met 
him last spring. 
At the next hearing, a day or two 


ago, a man claiming to be Joe Boxall 
himself entered the witness box and 
swore that he separated from his wife 
about twenty years ago, and had near- 
ly ever since been living In France. 
Confronted 
with this witness, Mrs. 


Boxall stoutly affirmed, that he was not 
Joe Boxall, but Joe's brother Tom. 
who, she said, had gone to Australia 
about the same trine that her own hus- 
band went to France. 


Other witnesses, however, swore pos- 


itively to their recognition of him as 
the veritable Joseph .whom they had 
known eightetn or twenty ypars ago, 
and Samuel Boxall, on being further 
interrogated, declared that Tom did 
not go lo Australia until several years 
after Joe disappeared; that he was liv- 
ing eighteen months ago in Western 
Australia, when he had written to his 
brother Samuel, and added, by way of 
putting a final touch ito the confusion, 
that Tom "had a wife of his own now 
living in Battersea." 


On the other hand, there are un- 


doubtedly weak points in the alleged 
Joseph's account of himself, for where- 
as Samuel had described him as able 
to write letters, ami Mrs. Gibson's 
marriage certificate purported to bear 
his signature, he admitted In cross- 
examination that the noble art of pen- 
manship was not included among his 
accomplishments. There \vas a con- 
siderable gap, too, in his French rec- 
ord which he at last endeavored to fill 
up by stating that he had been "in the 
ginger-beer depaitmcnt"—a ministry 
which is certainly not known in Paris 
by that name, though m the present 
state of effervescence over the "Affaire 
Dreyfus" it would be no unapt descrip- 
tion of more than one official bureau. 


In the icsult the bench declined to 


make the order applied for by Mrs. 
Gibson against her second husband; 
but "they did not otherwise express 
any opinion on the case." This de- 
cision seems to mean that though they 
cannot for the moment precisely indi- 
cate the persons liable for Mrs. Gib- 
son's maintenance, they feel reason- 
ably assured that Ire will ultimately be 
discovered somewhere or other among 
the crowd of Boxalls. No accounts are 
yet to hand of the condition of tho 
magistrates since the last hearing ol 
the case, but we should think it nol 
improbable that some of them are suf- 
fering from acute headache.

Their Own Wounds. 


Some interesting observations made 


by M. Fsitio on the surgical treatment 
of wounds by birds were recently 
brought before the Physical Society of 
Geneva.

"With its beak and 
feathers it makes a very creditable 
dressing, and has even been known to 
secure a Broken limb by means of a 
stout ligature.

Twice be had snipe with interwoven 
feathers stropped on to the site of the 
fracture of one or the other limb. The 
most interesting example was that of 
a snipe, both of whose legs- he had 
unfortunately broken by a misdirected 
shot. He only recovered il on the fol- 
lowing day. when ue found that thto 
wounded bird had contrived to apply 
dressings and a sort of splint to both 
limbs. In carrying out this operation 
some feathers had become entangled 
round the beak, and not bfjig able 
to use Its claws to get rid of them, 
the poor creature was almost dead 
from hunger when found.

ADMIRAL HIGHBORN STILL 


TOP. 


It is contended at the navy depart- 


ment that the new rule regarding the 
lesigning of plans for warships, just is- 
sued by Secretary Long, is alter all a 
riumph for Chief Naval Constructor 
lichborn. Although ths rule increases 
omewliat the authority of other chiefs 
of bureaus, so far as concerns their work 
on designs of ships, it reaffirms practi- 
cally all of the famous Order No. 433, 
ssaeil by Secretary Herbert. This gave 
o the chief naval constructor nearly 
complete authority and responsibility 
n the designing of vessels, but since 
he new administration came into power, 
t is said, the old ruling has beea more 
or less disregarded. A majority of the 
board on construction some time since 
recommended that the order be abol- 
shed altogether. This Secretary Long 
declined to do, but he issued a new or- 
der to take the place of No. 133, which, 
with a few changes oi language, gives 
much the same power and responsibili- 
ty to the chief constructor as was con- 
veyed in Secretary 
Herbert's order. 


The other bureau chiefs say that they 
are satisfied with the action of Secretary 
Long, and declare that now there will 
be a proper distribution of responsibili- 
ty in the designing of our warships. 
As all Jlios9 concerned in the matter 
claim to be pleased with this arrange- 
ment, it is to be hoped that from now 
on there will be peace and harmony in 
the board on construction. —Brooklyn 
Eagle.

Mr. Wilson, has twice be- 
fore held the office, giving satisfaction 
to the business community, but his 
recent appointment baa caused pro- 
tests, with threats. In Accepting the 
office he runs great personal risks. 


A masemeetitig of the citizens of 


Florence was held' at which* Senator 
McLaurin was Invited to be present, 
and he agreed to be one of the dele- 
gation to urge on the President the 
policy and propriety of revoking the 
appointment of Wilson. The argument 
that Senator McLaurin will make will 
be that when In former years Wilson 
was Postmaster, Florence was an_an- 
important town with negroes largely 
in the majority. Since then It has be- 
come a railroad ceiitrv. Is the chief 
town in the eastern part of the State, 
and has a largely predominant white 
population.
